A multi-million pound scheme to 
redevelop Sixfields Stadium could 
be given the green light on Tuesday. 

The plans which include a new-look 
east stand will be discussed by 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
planning committee. They are being 
recommended for approval. 


If the proposal is given the green 
light by councillors, Northampton 
Town FC will be able to increase the 
capacity of the ground by 2,500. 

Cobblers chairman David Cardoza 
said: “The planning application is for 
the East Stand which will include 
more than 2,000 extra seats, a confer¬ 
ence centre, corporate boxes, a big¬ 
ger bar, a better area for food and a 
gym. The hotel will then be added a 


little later and will be connected to 
the stand as well so that the gym, the 
hotel and the conference centre will 
be one unit. 

“This will all provide extra areas of 
revenue for the club and that’s the 
whole point. We want the football 
club to be self sufficient and to be 
able to generate enough income to 
move up the Football League.”

Anxiang Du 
defence case 
continues 

The defence case continued on Wednesday at 
Northampton Crown Court where Anxiang Du 
denies murdering the Ding family. 

Du, 54, from Coventry, admits killing the 
family of four at their home in Pioneer Close, 
Wootton Fields, Northampton on the day of 
the Royal Wedding in 2011, but claims he is 
only guilty of manslaughter on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility or lack of control. 

Du has not given evidence himself but his 
barrister has called a psychiatrist who said 
Du was suffering from a severe mental illness 
at the time. The trial continues.

A succinct meeting 
with the PM at 
Downing Street 

I was at the Prime Minister’s house on 
Monday night. 

The Conservative Party was inviting in 
local newspaper editors and 
Northampton North MP Michael Ellis 
kindly offered me the chance to meet 
David Cameron. 

It was not the first time I had been at 
Number 10. My previous visit was when 
it was Tony Blair’s place of work. 

I interviewed him about the London 
Mayoral elections, waiting in turn with 
Jon Snow and Jeremy Paxman but by the 
time I got back to the Metro newsroom 
(my employers at the time) the news of 
Cherie Blair’s pregnancy had broken. 

Not a word of my stuff saw the light of 
day. 

New Labour’s Number 10 had a very 
youthful, multi-cultural feel. 

A direct comparison isn’t fair because 
my second visit would have been past 
the bedtime of the bright young things I 
encountered the first time round. 

Having said that, in the age of the War 
on Terror, there are some obvious 
differences.

There are a lot more police at the gates 
of Downing Street these days and their 
guns look a lot more impressive - 
definitely wi-fi enabled and HD ready. 

Back in Blair’s day my taxi driver told 
the police at the gate I was interviewing 
the PM and we got waved through. 
Nowadays there is more of an airport 
security feel to access. 

The reception was fuelled with finger- 
food served on slate squares: caesar 
salad bites and herby cocktail sausages 
- an astute fusion of Marks & Spencer 
and Iceland stylings pitched just about 
right for newspaper editors. 

The Prime Minister was touring the 
room and spent a moment with me to 
praise Northampton’s various develop¬ 
ment projects. 

“It’s all about the timing,” I said, trying 
to be brief, truthful, thought provoking, 
witty and coherent. 

“Yes,” he said emphatically as he 
moved on to the next handshake. 

Much more succinct than Tony Blair.

Victorian to Modern Furnishings & Collectables 
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Regeneration of the town centre is a gas 


Herald reporter LAWRENCE JOHN 
took a closer look at how demolition 
work is going on two of the town’s 
famous landmarks, the 

National Grid has begun the demo¬ 
lition of its gasholder on St Peter’s 
Waterside. 

This will signal a key step in 
Northampton’s regeneration. 

The site, formally used as 
gasworks, is divided by Towcester 
Road. 

Once demolished, the northern 
gasholder site, which is closest to 
the St Peters Way roundabout, will 
be regenerated to form part of St 
Peter’s Waterside - a major new 
office scheme. 

National Grid is also preparing the 
southern area of the site for regen¬ 
eration. This includes the demoli¬ 
tion of a former depot building, and 
removing a second gasholder which 
is scheduled to begin before 
Christmas. 

The dismantling of the two 
gasholders will be complete by late 
spring next year. 

A programme of environmental 
improvement works on the south¬ 
ern area of the site is also likely to 
be carried out next summer. 





National Grid has submitted a 
planning application to 
Northampton Borough Council for 
outline planning permission to use 
the southern area of the site for 
retail development. 

If permission is granted, National 
Grid will look for a partner which 
will develop detailed plans of how 
the site may one day be used. 

The former gasworks served 
Northampton until the 1960s, 
burning coal to create town gas. 

The discovery of cleaner North 
Sea natural gas meant that manu¬ 
facturing at the site was no longer 
needed. It was subsequently used 
for natural gas storage until last 
year. 

Today, only a small area of 
the site remains operational 
and both gasholders are 
redundant as gas is now 
stored in underground pipes. 

Scott Lewis, joint venture 
manager at National Grid 
Property, said: “National Grid, 
WNDC and Northampton 
Borough Council have worked 
closely in partnership to bring 
forward the regeneration of this 
large redundant site right in the 
heart of Northampton and I am 
delighted to see work beginning.” 

Katherine Wear, land regeneration 
manager at National Grid who is 
responsible for the safe removal of 
the gasholders, added: “Removing 
these gasholders in Northampton is 
not an ordinary demolition. Our 
trusted specialist demolition 
contractors, Robinson & Birdsell, 


will lower each section of the 
gasholder wall to the ground by 
crane before breaking up the metal 
and taking it to be recycled. 

“We take the stewardship of our 
industrial heritage seriously and 
will be documenting this project 
using time lapse photography as it 
progresses.” 

Cllr David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “Demolition of the St Peter’s 
Way gasholder is another real mile¬ 
stone in the Borough’s regeneration, 
paving the way for new commercial 
development which will form an 
important part of 
Northampton Water¬ 


side Enterprise Zone’s offer. These 
structures hark back to our indus¬ 
trial history but serve no construc¬ 
tive purpose in modern day 
Northampton. 

“We have also received an applica¬ 
tion related to the former gasworks 
site off Towcester Road, develop¬ 
ment of which must complement 
our town centre offer while fitting 
into the wider enterprise zone 
context. 

“It is just one element of our 
massive programme of renewal 
which is transforming the face of 
Northampton, evidence of which 
can be seen almost everywhere you 
look.”

Plea to help local 
traders survive

A Northampton Labour 
councillor is calling for com¬ 
pensation for the small busi¬ 
nesses he says are being 
affected by the regeneration 
work in town. 

Cllr Gareth Eales, who rep¬ 
resents Spencer Ward on 
Northampton Borough 
Council and the Dallington 
Spencer division on the 
County Council, has written 
to the leadership of both 
authorities to voice concerns 
expressed to him by local 
businesses. 


He is requesting compensa¬ 
tion for those who he says are 
‘adversely affected by regen¬ 
eration work’. 

Councillor Eales said: 
“There is a overwhelming 
view the ongoing works at 
Black Lion Hill due to the 
construction of the new 
train station and asso¬ 
ciated highways 
changes are having 
a detrimental 
impact on the 
trade of shops and 
businesses in the 
area. 

“A lot of the time 
the roads into and 


out of St James are gridlocked, 
thus making it an unattrac¬ 
tive destination for the public 
to shop and many bus routes 
are being diverted away from 
the area.” 

Councillor Eales is also 
asking the leaders of 
Northamptonshire 
County Council and 
Northampton 
Borough Council 
to meet up with 
the town’s small 
business owners 
to hear how the 
ongoing regenera¬ 
tion work is affect¬ 
ing them.

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Letter from the owner 

On August 23, my cat Smudge was placed into a cattery in Kislingbury as myself and 
family had booked a short holiday.

I immediately started searching for Smudge. I camped outside of the cattery over night 
in desperation of finding him. 

Living in Bugbrooke may prevent Smudge from trying to get home as it is only a mile 
away from the Ml motorway. 

I have been in contact with cats protection, RSPCA, vets, businesses and leaflet dropped 
the whole of Kislingbury three times, whilst talking to the residents. 

I have also advertised in the local magazine and even purchased the poster campaign 
from animal search UK. 

I am still out twice daily afternoon and evening and hours at the weekend. 

I registered Smudge as missing on Northamptonshire lost and found animal's site and 
my sad story very quickly became of interest to many people who use this site. 

I believe Smudge has drifted further than Kislingbury and my priority is to find him 
whatever it takes. 

I am out every day looking but no one seems to have seen him. In my search for Smudge 
I have helped two other cats and a wild rabbit. I'm starting to feel like Dr Dolittle. 

The Herald and Post have agreed to help in my search as it covers a wider area than 
what I can cover and I hope it will help bring him back home where he belongs and not 
out in the freezing cold, fending for himself. 

Description 

Smudge is medium in size, short haired, black with a few white hairs on his neck/chest. 
He has gorgeous big Auburn eyes, has a very long tail and a little nick on one ear. 

He is a very young - 4 years old and was very trim and sleek the last time I saw him. 

He is neutered and chipped. He is initially shy but once you get to know him he is a very 
funny and loving boy. 

The whole of Kislingbury village have been brilliant and supportive in my search and 
even the children are looking for him. Smudge has become the infamous cat that is lost 
and has become close to many residents hearts. 

If anybody has any information or has seen Smudge, or even taken him in, please 
contact me. 

Please check your garages, sheds, underneath cars, anywhere that a cat could hide. 

I want my baby boy home before it gets really cold and in time to climb and trash our 
Christmas tree like he has done since being a kitten.

The expansion is the 
first stage of a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound redevelop¬ 
ment of the area which 
would support growth in 
the Enterprise Zone and 
bring forward more 
revenue streams for the 
football club. 

Additional planning 
applications for housing, 
local retail facilities and 
a hotel are expected to be 
submitted soon.

Pothole bill 
reaches PM

The campaign to improve the 
pothole problem has reached the 
desk of the Prime Minister, 
David Cameron. 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis is battling to get 
more money to repair potholes in 
the county. 

The MP has already met the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
George Osborne and written to 
the secretary of state for trans¬ 
port, Patrick Mcloughlin about 
this issue. 

In a letter to Mr Ellis, the PM 
said: “I am aware of your work to 
improve the condition of street 
surfaces and campaign against 
potholes in Northampton North 
and I wanted to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to commend you on your 
efforts. 

“I can assure you that we recog¬ 
nise that this is an important 
issue. 

“We are committed to acting on 


potholes and ensuring that our 
local highways are fit for purpose. 

“Over the four year period from 

2011, the government is allocat¬ 
ing over £3 billion to local high¬ 
way authorities for road mainte¬ 
nance. 

“From this, I am aware that we 
are providing Northamptonshire 
County Council with over £54.4 
million. 

“We also allocated the council a 
further £2.7 million in March 
2011 and£3.7millioninDecember 

2012. 

“On top of this, the recent 2013 
Spending Round committed the 
Government to providing just 
under £6 billion to local highway 
authorities over the six year 
period from 2015/16 to 2020/21. 

“You make a strong argument 
about the importance of local 
authorities using the funds 
provided efficiently. 

“I was pleased to learn of your 
supportive comments regarding 
Northamptonshire County 
Council.”

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Oh, Christmas Tree! 
Oh, Christmas Tree! 
How lovely are your 
branches... 


And they are lovely aren’t they? But why do we 
choose a fir tree to bring into our house at 
Christmas? And why on earth do we hang 
decorations from it? 

First of all, it’s not a new idea. The evergreen fir 
tree has traditionally been used to celebrate 
winter festivals for thousands of years. Pagans 
used branches of it to decorate their homes 
during the winter solstice and the Romans 
decorated trees with small pieces of metal at 
the winter festival of Saturnalia. 

It may have been the 16th century German 
preacher Martin Luther who first decorated an 
indoor tree. The story goes that, one night before 
Christmas, he was walking through the forest, 
looked up to see the stars shining through the 
tree branches and found it so beautiful, that 
he went home and decorated the fir tree with 
candles. 

In 1834, Queen Victoria’s husband, Prince Albert, 
was credited with bringing the first Christmas tree 
to Windsor Castle for the Royal family, thereby 
setting a trend for everyone else to follow. But 
the trailblazer may actually have been Victoria’s 
grandmother, Queen Charlotte, wife of George III. 

A Christmas tree was on display in the Queen’s 
Lodge at Windsor on Christmas Day 1800.

WELLINGBOROUGH 


There are some seasonal goodies that are 
truly festive.The Christmas Candy Cane 
originated in Germany about 250 years ago 
and were originally straight white sugar sticks. 
The story goes that a choirmaster was 
worried about the children sitting quietly all 
through the long Christmas nativity service. 
So he gave them something to eat to keep 
them quiet. As he wanted to remind them 
of Christmas, he made them into a ‘J’ shape 
like a shepherds crook, to remind them of 
the shepherds that visited the baby Jesus at 
the first Christmas. Sometime around 1900 
the red stripes were added and they were 
flavored with peppermint or wintergreen. 


Christmas crackers are a traditional Christmas 
favourite in the UK. They were first made in 
about 1850 by a London sweet maker called 
Tom Smith. He had seen the French ‘bon bon’ 
sweets (almonds wrapped in pretty paper), and 
one night, while he was sitting in front of his log 
fire, he became very interested by the sparks 
and cracks coming from the fire. Suddenly, he 
thought what a fun idea it would be, if his sweets 
and toys could be opened with a crack when 
their fancy wrappers were pulled in half. 


The famous carol, Silent Night, was written in 
1818,by an Austrian priest Joseph Mohr. He was 
told the day before Christmas that the church 
organ was broken and would not be repaired in 
time for Christmas Eve. Mohr couldn’t possibly 
imagine Christmas without music, so he sat 
down and wrote three stanzas of a carol that 
could be sung by choir to guitar music. Later that 
night the people in the little Austrian Church sang 
‘Stille Nacht’ for the first time. 


The rest, as they say, is history.

THERE are those who insist that white 
wine is for fish and fowl and red for beef, 
lamb and game. Well, I’m sorry but the 
wine police are not welcome here. A little 
of what you fancy, goes the old song, does 
you good, particularly when you’re tucking 
into Christmas dinner! 

If you are having roast turkey then when 
it comes to choosing a white wine look for 
something that has the scope to balance 
all the powerful flavours in those tasty 
trimmings and a mouth-watering 
succulence that will mask any slight 
dryness of the meat. A full-bodied 
Chardonnay, a Crozes-Hermitage Blanc 
or a white southern Rhone are all winning 
Christmas Day whites and reflect a range 
of prices. 


And what if you are having a starter or a 
selection of delicious nibbles a couple of hours 
before lunch proper? Champagne, and Chablis 
are high in acidity which will cleanse the palate 
and counteract any oiliness in, for example, 
smoked salmon, the most popular Christmas 
Day starter by far. 

Alternatively, instead of balancing the 
oiliness you might choose to match it: Alsace 
Gewurztraminer has an ‘oily’ texture which 
complements smoked salmon very well with its 
typical lychee characteristic. 

For a more economical white wine 
accompaniment to pasta, nibbles or smoked 
salmon, Verdicchio dei Castelli di Jesi Classico 
is a versatile choice with its zingy, lemony fruits’ 
flavour. 

There is an argument that you don’t need 
anything to drink with the classic Christmas pud, 
especially if you’ve sloshed brandy all over it but 
come on, it’s Christmas, so you might fancy a 
small glass of something sweet and delicious. 

So do you plump for something as equally 
intense as all that dark, sticky fruit such as a 
liqueur muscat or go for a lighter, fresher 
contrast such as a Sauternes or a sparkling 
wine like Moscato? 

A dessert wine with a touch of orange or apricot 
can work best. Inexpensive options would be a 
Spanish Moscatel de Valencia (one of the best 
value dessert wines around), a Muscat de St 
Jean de Minervois from Southern France or an 
orange muscat. 

And finally, it may seen unlikely but, on the whole, 
white wines fare better with the cheese course 
because they have no tannin, especially sweet 
white wines such as Barsac or Sauternes.

Former England captain Lewis 
Moody says that this should be 
the year Saints get their hands on 
some silverware. 

Moody spent 15 years with 
Leicester Tigers but admits he 
can’t help but be impressed with 
the way Midlands rivals Saints 
have started their campaign. 

“I’ve liked Northampton this 
year, a couple of key players who 
have been out of form for England 

- Lawes, Foden - have been excel¬ 
lent,” said Moody. 

“And then Corbisiero is a great 
signing, George North is a great 
signing, Dylan Harley is trying to 
get over his misdemeanours, I 
think they look good as a side. 

“And to be honest, I think it’s 
about time. The amount of oppor¬ 
tunities they’ve had. 

“They’ve had so many chances, 
the Heineken Cup, the Premiership 
final last year as well, so they’ll be 
hungry for some silverware.” 

Moody also thinks that Saints 
man Tom Wood could be a succes¬ 
sor to Richard Hill in the England 
set-up. 

Hill was the one man that Sir

Moody won 15 of his England caps 
from the bench and 50 of them 
after the World Cup win in 2003. 

Stuart Lancaster opted against 
keeping Wood as his captain for 
the autumn internationals despite 
him leading England to a first ever 
clean sweep in Argentina this 
summer, with Chris Robshaw 
rested. 

Nonetheless, Moody has been 
suitably impressed with Wood’s 
performances for both 
Northampton Saints and England 


this season, claiming his key 
strength is his willingness to put 
in the hard yards - just as it was 
for Hill. 

“Tom Wood is just a big old graft¬ 
er, he puts a huge amount of work 
in around the park,” said Moody, 


speaking at the 2013-14 LV= Cup 
launch. 

“He was never shy to say what he 
felt needed to be said, which I 
think is always a good trait for 
guys who are ready to accept 
those responsibilities.

It’s been quite a week for on-loan 
Cobblers striker Luke Norris. 

The borrowed Brentford front¬ 
man produced the champagne 
moment of Northampton’s season 
so far on Saturday when he fired 
home a last gasp free-kick to 
ensure that the rock-bottom Town 
saw off League Two table toppers 
Fleetwood Town 1-0 at Sixfields. 

That was his fifth goal in six 
starts since arriving from Griffin 
Park and on Monday the Cobblers 
faithful were given a huge boost 
when his initial month-long loan 
arrangement, which was due to 
expire, was extended by the two 
clubs until January 4. 

Before the Fleetwood match he 
had also picked up the 
Northampton Audi Player of the 
Month award for October - which 
was voted for by Cobblers fans on 
the Herald & Post website. 

“I’m over the moon with it,” said 
Norris about his recent success. 

“I know some players can go on 
loan and it doesn’t work out, and 
you do have that in the back of 
your mind. 

“But the fans have been terrific, 
even though I’m sure they are dis¬ 
appointed with our league posi¬ 
tion because they were in the 
play-off final last year. 

“We should be doing better than 
our position, and when I came in I 
thought that the team was really 
good so why are they struggling so 
much? ” 

For Norris, his current purple 
patch has been his best time in 
football. 

“It’s definitely been the best 
month in my career,” he said. 

“I’ve started every game here 
and I’ve scored five in six, so I’m 


very happy with that. 

“But the main thing is winning 
the games. I scored in the first 
three games but we didn’t win, 
but if I can contribute goals that 
win games then it’s good both 
ways.” 

Asked where his goal at the 
weekend ranks among his best so 
far, Norris said: “I think the one I 
scored against Rochdale was bet¬ 
ter, it just tops that one. 

“That was the first free-kick I’ve 
scored in a game, and I’m very 
happy with the way I can strike 
the ball. If we can get a few more 
goals like that I will be happy. 


“I did some in training before 
and they went nowhere near, but 
I’m happy for them not to go in at 
training if they go in during the 
match. It was a great feeling to see 
it hit the net. 

“All I was thinking as the min¬ 
utes went down, was that there’s 
always one more chance, it’s 
something that my dad is always 
saying to me. And there was.” 

Cobblers boss Aidy Boothroyd 
was always confident of retaining 
Norris’ services and will be 
delighted to have the frontman 
available for the next run of 
games, starting with the long trip 


north to face Hartlepool United in 
League Two on Saturday. 

“We’ve got a good relationship 
with Brentford and I think Luke is 
the sort of player who needs 
games,” said the boss. 

“He’s the sort of player who 
wants to learn and wants to get 
better, and U21 football can only 
take players so far in my opinion, 
then you need to see if you can do 
it in the real world. 

“He’s proven that he can 
although there’s a long way to go 
before he’s the player that I think 
he can be. But he’s in the right 
place to learn.” 


Cardoza ‘broke budget’ to support boss 


Aidy Boothroyd has revealed that 
Cobblers chairman David 
Cardoza ‘broke his budget’ to 
help turn-around Northampton’s 
dreadful start to the season. 

The Cobblers, who are bottom 
of League Two, breathed fire into 
their campaign on Saturday 
when they saw off then league 
leaders Fleetwood Town 1-0. 

Manager Boothroyd’s men look 
like a different outfit of late, 
largely thanks to the introduc¬ 
tion of recent loan arrivals such 
as Ricky Ravenhill, Kane 
Ferdinand, Luke Norris and 
Jacob Blyth. 

The boss has remained coy 


about whether some of these 
signings could be made perma¬ 
nent but he would require further 
financial assistance for this to be 
the case. 

Players may well have to leave 
to clear up funds with Boothroyd 
already expressing a desire to 
trim down his growing squad. 

“The likes of Ricky, Kane, Luke 
and Jacob, the chairman has 
brought them in and supported 
me,” said Boothroyd. 

“We’ll sit down and discuss it 
[making the signings perma¬ 
nent] . 

“We do have a budget, but 
thankfully he’s broken it to help 


us out.” Boothroyd knows the 
importance of backing up the 
fine Fleetwood victory with a run 
of good results, with a trip to 
Hartlepool United awaiting his 
players this weekend. 

His side are still bottom after 
nearest rivals Accrington Stanley 
also picked up all three points. 

“The fact that we’ve beaten 
Fleetwood shows that there’s not 
much in it, but we now have to put 
a run together,” said Boothroyd. 

“But we don’t want to get too far 
ahead of ourselves, there are 30 
games left and the next game is 
the most important one. 

“We’ve had a lot of bad luck and 


bad decisions so far, so I think 
we’re owed a bit of luck. 

“We’ve had everything go wrong 
that could have in the first 15 
games, but touch wood that’s all 
over. 

“The dressing room [after 
Fleetwood] was very happy, there 
was lots of noise and music, and 
everyone including the injured 
lads were in there. 

“I’ve looked at the league table 
and it doesn’t matter, we’re on the 
up and I can’t wait to go to 
Hartlepool.” 

Fleetwood dropped to fourth in 
the table after their defeat at 
Sixfields.

Saints Director of Rugby Jim Mallinder 
has warned the club’s England stars that 
they face a battle to get back into his 
starting XV. 

No fewer than five Northampton players 
started the last of the country’s autumn 
internationals against New Zealand on 
Saturday but Saints have performed 
superbly despite the absence of the star 
names, which has presented Mallinder 
with a selection headache. 

Fine LV= Cup victories with a youthful 
line-up over Gloucester and London Irish 
mean England starters Courtney Lawes, 
Dylan Hartley, Lee Dickson, Ben Foden 
and Tom Wood face competition for plac¬ 
es ahead of Saturday’s home Premiership 
clash with newly promoted Newcastle 
Falcons. 

A number of other players who have had 
time off from club duties over the past 
fortnight are also back in the fold. 

“With so many players called up for 
international duty, the autumn period is 
always an important part of the season,” 
said Mallinder. 

“With that in mind I’ve been pleased 
with how many players have come in and 
performed well over the past four weeks, 
both in the Aviva Premiership and LV= 
Cup. 

“We’ve had eight debutantes in all and 
the squad have built a good amount of 
momentum with four wins on top of the 
Ospreys victory back in October. 

“We’ve played well on the whole and sev¬ 
eral players have staked a claim for con¬ 
tinued inclusion.” 


Lawes was singled out as England’s top 
performer by former All Black Zinzan 
Brooke after the Red Rose lost 30-22 to the 
New Zealanders at Twickenham and 
Hartley put in a fine display while earning 
his 50th cap, before departing the field 
with a slight injury. 

Wood, Lawes and Hartley were also 
nominated for the QBE man of the series 
award, following the wins over Australia 
and Argentina, along with Harlequins’ 
Mike Brown. 

“It makes our selections as coaches that 
bit more difficult,” said Mallinder. 

“The England boys produced some out¬ 
standing performances over the three 
tests at Twickenham. 

“But they are by no means certain to go 
straight back into the starting XV this 
weekend.” 

Saints have won every game since the 
Heineken Cup reverse at Castres on 
October 12 and are second in the 
Premiership, with Newcastle currently 
down in ninth. 

Nevertheless, Mallinder is refusing to 
underestimate the challenge posed by the 
Falcons and he could still have as many as 
eight regulars unavailable for selection. 

“The squad have done well recently but 
we’re still missing a number of players 
with their respective countries and to 
injury and it is vital we respect the chal¬ 
lenge posed by Newcastle,” he said. 

“Under Dean Richards they have shown 
that they are a match for anyone in the 
Premiership on their day. 

“The 23 players selected for Saturday’s 
game will have to be right on their game if 
we want to keep our run going and remain 
unbeaten at home.”
